We  also  meet  twice  a  year  with  the  student  govern- 
ment officers,  the  presidents  of  the  schools,  and  the  presi- 
dents of  the  senior  classes  and  offer  our  services  to  them 
and  our  help  with  any  problems  we  might  be  able  to  solve 
for  them.  We  are  hopeful  that  this  contact  will  aid  in 
fostering  better  relations  with  the  students  v/hile  they  are 
here. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  College.  May  I  express  them  here 
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the  thanks  of  all  the  alumni  for  the  time  they  devote  to  the 
service  of  our  Alma  Mater. 

This  year  there  have  been  two  welcome  innovations.  At 
the  request  of  Margaret  Barrick  Stokes,  letters  were  sent 
to  the  1940-1949  classes  in  medicine  and  nursing  to  pro- 
mote the  establishment  of  a  scholarship  fund  in  memory  of 
Harry  Walker.  Mrs.  Stokes  has  reported  well  over  $500 
has  already  been  received.  This  fund  will  be  financially 
administered  by  the  Association  and  a  committee  of  donors 
will  work  out  the  details.  Secondly,  the  West  Virginia  Chap- 
ter, which  comprises  the  physicians  of  that  State,  under 
the  impetus  of  their  president,  Dr.  Horace  R.  Vial,  has 
begun  a  drive  for  a  scholarship  for  a  West  Virginia  student 
attending  the  school  of  medicine  at  MCV.  This  fund,  as 
well,  will  be  financially  administered  by  the  Association  and 
selection  will  be  made  by  a  committee  from  the  Chapter 
working  with  the  school  of  medicine.  The  Delaware  Valley 
Chapter  continues  to  give  a  chair  each  year  to  a  student 


chosen  for  his  qualities  of  leadership  and  service  alternating 
each  year  between  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  phar- 
macy, and  nursing. 

As  you  know  on  July  1,  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
will  become  the  health-science  division  of  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University.  Yesterday  at  our  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting,  it  was  reaffirmed  the  Alumni  Association  would 
retain  its  status-quo  and  the  Board  would  keep  the  alumni 
informed  of  the  progress  of  the  new  university  concerning 
the  Alumni  Association. 

Please  let  me  express  my  thanks  to  you  for  your  help  to 
me  this  year  and  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  Mrs. 
Parker  and  me  as  we  have  visited  with  you.  I  hope  in  the 
last  six  months  of  my  term  we  may  continue  to  grow  and 
prosper  and  I  promise  you  my  dedicated  efforts  toward  this 
goal.

Secretary's  Report 


This  has  been  a  year  of  activity  and  evaluation  for  the 
Alumni  Association. 

The  Scarab  and  Doctor  Parker  have  informed  you  of 
some  of  the  activities.  You  can  imagine  the  number  of  com- 
mittee meetings  and  hours  of  detailed  planning  required  to 
arrange  chapter  meetings,  the  reunion,  and  transacting  the 
normal  business  of  the  Association.  Alumni  at  all  levels 
have  worked  and  cooperated  to  make  this  possible.  For 
this  your  officers  are  very  grateful.  However,  we  need  to 
have  all  alumni  become  active  members.  Each  of  you  can 
help  by  being  a  member  of  the  membership  committee  in 
your  area.  If  this  Association  is  to  continue  to  go  forward 
and  assume  more  and  greater  roles  to  promote  our  College, 
we  must  have  more  members,  more  money,  and  more  work. 
I  believe  the  central  office  is  doing  a  job  to  promote  the 
Alumni  Association.  We  circulate  to  all  alumni  approxi- 
mately 86,863  pieces  of  third  class  mail,  45,128  Scarabs, 
and  14,740  pieces  of  first  class  mail  per  year.  I  hope  you 
are  reading  your  correspondence  from  the  Association.

School  of  Dentistry 

Dear  Dental  Alumnus: 

Another  academic  session  has  ended, 
marking  the  completion  of  seventy- 
five  years  of  dental  education  for  our 
school.  We  have  graduated  2240 
dentists  in  this  time  under  a  wide 
variety  of  conditions — wars,  depres- 
sions, booms.  Our  graduates  have 
gained  distinction  in  private  practice, 
in  the  military  services,  in  teaching, 
and  in  research.  The  glow  of  their 
success  and  their  contributions  to  the 
welfare  of  our  people  have  focused 
national  attention  of  admiration  on  our 
school. 

Construction  of  our  Dental  Building 
II  is  progressing  on  schedule.  The  tar- 
get date  for  completion  is  August  6, 
1969.  An  entering  class  of  100  dental 
students  will  assemble  in  this  fabulous 
new  structure  in  September,   1969. 

IMPORTANT  ANNOUNCE- 
MENT: Our  program  of  instruction 
in  dental  hygiene  will  be  inaugurated 
in  September,  1969.  We  hope  to  en- 
roll an  initial  class  of  30  students.  Ad- 
mission will  be  based  on  two  years  of 
liberal  arts  college  studies.  The  degree 
of  bachelor  of  science  in  dental  hy- 
giene will  be  awarded  on  completion 
of  two  years  of  study  and  training  in 
our  program.  It  is  hoped  that  a  num- 
ber of  our  graduates  will  subsequently 
enroll  in  a  graduate  program  to  be 
offered  by  the  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  for  the  attainment  of  a 
master's  degree  in  education,  thereby 
qualifying  for  faculty  appointments. 

The  innovations  in  our  teaching  pro- 
gram are  too  numerous  to  mention  and 
describe.  The  most  exciting  addition 
to  our  teaching  armamentarium  to  be 
acquired  soon  is  colored  television 
equipment.  This  has  been  made  pos- 
sible by  a  special  grant  from  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service.  The  equipment 
should  be  installed  in  time  for  the 
next  academic  session.  Our  Dental 
Building  II  will  have  Ty  studios  with 
the  most  modern  equipment  available. 
TV  receivers  will  be  installed  in  all 
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lecture  rooms  and  at  every  student's 
laboratory  bench  space.  With  the  con- 
tinuing "explosion"  of  new  knowledge 
and  skills  in  dentistry,  it  is  important 
that  the  most  effective  teaching  tech- 
nics and  equipment  be  made  available 
and  utilized. 

Come  back  for  one  of  our  con- 
tinuation education  courses  during  the 
next  session.

School  of  Pharmacy 

The  school  expects  to  open  the  fall 
term  with  a  total  of  240  students  en- 
rolled in  the  four  classes.  The  first 
year  class,  which  is  based  upon  one 
year  of  college  work,  will  have  about 
twenty  students;  the  second  year  class, 
based  upon  two  years  of  college  work, 
will  have  about  eighty-four  students 
and  there  will  be  seventy-four  juniors 
and  sixty-one  seniors.  This  picture  is 
very  much  like  that  of  last  year. 

For  several  years,  the  number  of 
students  entering  after  one  college  year 
has  been  declining,  while  at  the  same 
time  it  has  become  increasingly  diffi- 
cult to  take  care  of  all  of  those  stu- 
dents who  apply  with  two  or  more 
years  of  college  credit.  In  fact,  we  have 
operated  with  an  alternate  list  for  the 
past  two  years  as  far  as  admissions 
to  our  second  year  class  are  concerned. 
We  have  continued  to  accept  students 
after  one  college  year  because  the 
school  of  nursing  has  offered  certain 
courses  in  which  the  pharmacy  stu- 
dents may  also  be  enrolled.  Although 
we  could  have  reached  the  decision 
independently  of  the  school  of  nursing, 
because  of  diminishing  numbers  in  our 
freshman  class,  we  have  elected  to  dis- 


continue enrolling  students  at  this  level 
following  September  of  this  year. 
Therefore,  we  will  enroll  students  who 
present  only  two  or  more  years  of 
college  work  beginning  in  September, 
1969.  This  will  in  no  way  affect  our 
number  of  graduates,  since  this  is  de- 
termined by  the  number  of  students 
enrolled  in  our  second  year  class. 

Some  additional  changes  in  curric- 
ulum are  planned  for  the  coming  year. 
Following  the  integration  of  pharmacy 
courses  during  the  1967  term  in  the 
second  year,  third  year  pharmacy 
courses  are  also  being  modified  to  ac- 
commodate to  the  change  implemented 
last  year.  In  addition,  the  third  quar- 
ter of  the  junior  year  is  to  be  modi- 
fied by  the  inclusion  of  some  lecture 
and  laboratory  work  in  pharmacology. 
Inclusion  of  some  pharmacology  dur- 
ing the  third  year  will  present  an  op- 
portunity for  some  course  revisions 
during  the  final  year  of  the  program. 

We  also  expect  a  continuation  of 
pharmacy  refresher  lectures  on  educa- 
tional television  during  the  coming 
year.  On  an  experimental  basis,  show- 
ings were  presented  in  Norfolk  during 
the  past  spring  and  the  response  was 
sufficient  to  justify  our  continuing  ef- 
forts in  this  direction  in  other  areas 
of  the  state.  Announcements  of  show- 
ing time  on  the  various  TV  channels 
will  be  made  later.

School  of  Nursing 

To  make  every  effort  to  meet  the 
increasing  need  for  more  nurses,  the 
school  of  nursing  has  increased  its 
freshman  admission  from  110  to  125. 
Of  this  number,  97  are  Virginians.  Out- 
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of-state  students  come  from  California, 
Delaware,  Florida,  Maryland.  New  Jer- 
sey, New  York,  North  Carolina,  Penn- 
sylvania, South  Carolina,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  Taiwan. 

We  will  initiate  Virginia's  first  mas- 
ter's program  in  nursing  in  September, 
1968.  Majors  will  be  offered  in  medi- 
cal-surgical nursing  and  public  health 
nursing.  A  total  of  ten  students  have 
been  accepted  for  the  graduate  pro- 
gram, eight  in  medical-surgical  nurs- 
ing, two  in  public  health  nursing,  with 
several  part-time  students  enrolled. 

Total  enrollment  for  the  school  of 
nursing  in  September,  1968,  is  antici- 
pated to  be  406  students.  Of  this 
number,  25  will  be  graduates  from 
diploma  or  associate  degree  programs 
studying  to  complete  requirements  for 
a  bachelor  of  science  degree  with  a 
major  in  nursing. 

A  major  change  in  the  undergrad- 
uate curriculum  was  approved  for  im- 
plementation beginning  in  the  fall  of 
1968. 

With  other  changes,  it  is  our  ulti- 
mate goal  to  double  enrollment  in 
the  junior  and  senior  years  of  the  up- 
per division  major  in  order  to  graduate 
an  increasing  number  each  year.  In 
June,  1968,  75  seniors,  the  largest 
class  to  date,  were  graduated  from 
the  baccalaureate  program.
